H. Clay Bealty 
Post, No. 73, Grand Army of tire Republic, 
luvl been pet feeling the arrangements for K 
beautiful and effective display, ami tin: success

their credit. 
A dulugiitlon, 


comprising thirty-two members, left Hi istul at 
0 A. M. fur Whlto Hall National Cemeteiy. 
Upon their arrival, they found the children of 
the Soldiers' Orphan School drawn up to re- 
ceive them. The hoys were In tbe blue uni- 
fortn of thu school, while tho ghU wore red 
dresses anil white straw hats, thus cuniblntae 
the national cjlurs. As the comiiund halted 
In front, of tlie old college building, the girls 
sang " Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean," with 
flue effect. 
Baskets of beautiful bouquets were 


brought forward, anil the line was formed for 
the conintery, tbe girls taking the right, the 
boys tbe centre, aud the veterans the left of 
the column. Upon reaching the burial place,

TERB1BLE TRAGEDY 1ST NEW JERSEY. 


A Back* Ceauty Man Commit* » Murder, 


and Attempt* to KHI hl« own Wife and 
DBuffbter. 


FLEMISQTOS, N. J., May 30,1878. 


Peter Nixon, a colored man of forty, has for 


some years cultivated a little farm on Sourland 
Mountain, a dteary spot sjinc eight miles from 
Flemlnglon. No section in New Jersey bears 
so bad a reputation as this for crime and mur- 
der, and only Nixon and a fe«r colored peoplu 
have dared to lire there. Sevetal murders have 
already been committed there—ouu within six 
mouths. Nixon's house is a little one and a 
half story building, having tiro rooms on the 
ground floor and an attic. It stands hidden 


co m among trees a long distauce from the roadj. 


Some time ago Nixon, being it widower,;indnced- 
a comely young colored women, Elizabeth Pe- 
terson to keep house for him, and take care of- 
liis little son. 
Her paients lived in New Hope, 


Pa., twelve miles away. Stories reached tlie 
parents that Nixon was living with their daugh- 
ter as liis wife, and about three weeks ago the 
girl's mother left her husband, Benjamin Peter- 
son, ostensibly to make a visit to her daughter. 
After her arrival at Nixon's the wife heard 
nothing from her husband, aud set no time fur 
returning to him. 


Last evening Peterson quitted New Hope. 


He was liri-d of waiting for his wife to come 
home, and gave himself fully up to the jealousy 
that he began to feel after she had been away 
only a week. His preparations were very simple. 
With all the money that he had he bought half 
a pint of whiskey aud a little powder. 
He bad 


not enough mouey to buy shot, so he broke 
some tenpeuny nails into small pieces, and with 
an old single barrelled musket on his shoulder 
he stalled for Soarlaud Mountaiu. He drank 
heavily in tbe first part of his journey to nerve 
himself for the deed that lie had decided to do. 


He walked slowly, aud it was after two 


o'clock this morning when he reached the grove 
in front of Nixon's house, having been eight 
houis iu walking twelve milen. Then he stopped 
aud loaded his gun, putting in a handfull of the 
broken tenpenny nails. Nixon's dog howled, 
and Peterson was afraid that the beast would 
jump upon him when he was not prepared for 
him, so he crawled quietly through tho under- 
brush to tbe house. The howling of tho dog 
awoke Nixon, who was sleeping in the attic 
with bis boy; but Mrs. Peterson aud her daugh- 
ter, who were sleeping together down stairs, 
were not awakened.

which he attempted to disguise, shouted as

Nixon withdrew his bead, and Peterson saw, 


a minute after, that he had lighted a lamp, and 
then beard him coming down stairs.

;ot on the lower step and placed the gnr. to 
his shoulder, after cocking the hammer.

Just as he safd this Mrs. Peterson got away, 


and although he followed her, he was nol jble 
to catch up with her before she got out of his 
sight in the darkness. Then he thrust tho lar- 
ger blade of the knife into his throat, seterina 
tho windpipe, but cutting no artery. He Ml 
back to the ground and lay there until he was 
found by neiahbors at 6 o'clock this morning. 
These neighbors, to whotruJfrs. Peterson and 
her daughter fled, were too much frightened to 
teulurt! out at night, but when it becaue light 
enough they cautiously went to Nixon's house. 
They found him on the floor where lie fell. 
The left siJe of his head had been blown com- 
plileij off, and pieces of bone were found on 
theieai wall fourteen feet awaj, but the man 
was not dead.
